The  Prime  lAnlater  bi- 
forms  hlni  th.il  this  is  a  matter  which  only  the 
Canadian  Parliament  may  decide,  and  Mr.  Hep- 
bum  returns  home  In  a  huff.  He  la  determined 
to  bring  about  a  rrvi.siori  of  tlip  old  power  con- 
tracta  between  Ontario  and  Qpebec  which  will 
ba  farorable  to  hla  Prorteee  and  acceptable  to

Sftioe  It  Is  probably 
mr-f-ri  that  without  tonsillitis  or 
sore  throat,  there  irould  bs  little 
rheuBBBtlsfla,  tha  first  problem  Is  to 
prevent  throat  Infection  in  rheu- 
matic children  Curiously,  the  most 
.severe  aitac  k  of  rheumatLsm  seems 
to  follow  mild  attacks  of  tonsllUtls. 
Wt  can  do  most  for  the  rheumatic 
child  at  the  time  when  he  develops 
acute  throat  Infection.  In  addition 
to  painting  the  throat  with  a  fcUver 
soluuon  and  potassium  chlorate  by
